Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  th6  Municipal  Council 
of  thePlstrict  of  Colborne,  and  by  the  authority  of  the 
same  that  from  and  after  ihe  passing  of  this  By-Law, 
nil  the  powers  now  vested  in  the  Justices  of  the  Peace 
for  filling  up  vacancies  of  Township  Officers,  occasion- 
ed by  Death,  Removal,  or  otherwise,  and  the  appropri- 
ation of  Road  Monies,  be  hereafter  exercised  and  per- 
formed by  the  Councillor  or  Councillors  of  the  several 
Townships,  respectively  associated  with  a  Magistrate  if 
there  is  any  resident  therein. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, that  any  Township  not  containing  the  requisite 
number  of  inhabitants,  or  from  otl.er  cause,  not  return- 
ing a  Councillor  to  this  District  Council,  shall  be  under 
the  control  of  the  Councillor  or  Councillois  of  the  next 
adjoining  Township,  having  the  fewer  number  of  in- 
habitants, associated  with  a  Magistrate  as  aforetsaid.
